Be ſtrong and couragious : feare not, neither be a- 
fraid for the King of Aſhur, neither for all 
the multitude that is with him : for there be 
mo with VS, then is with him.

VVarre was a Bleſſing, 


Hert 4thanatius oppoſed the multi- 
\ \ tude of Arrians Bithops, it ſcemed fo 
dangerous to the eſtabliſhed gouern. 
ment of the Empire, that his caltigation was threa- 
tned by expulſion or feare ; Yea Liberiws that tooke 
his part, was checked by the Emperours owne letters 
for affeting the opinion of that wicked man; ,Buc 
when againec his faire demeanour and religious con- 
ſtancy drew away the veilc of ſuperſtition, ignorance, 
and hetelie : whereby the Emperours eyes were ope- 
ned to reioyce in the ſunny ſplendor of truth z Con- 
ſtantine admitted him within his embraces : and all 
thoſe adherents of Arrius were confounded by their 
owne wiltulnes, | 
Thus hath it fared with all innouations; yea, 
Chriſt himſelfe was ſubiect to traducing, for abol:ſh- 
ing thoſe ceremonies on which the lewes were be. 
ſorted, for propheſing againſt char Temple, abour 
which the Pricſts were ſo pulſ]ed, and for Py 
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the dofrine of ſaluation, againſt which the peop'e 
were ſoenraged ; and yet in the end, they that were 
not credulous of his dotrine and miraeles when he 
was aliue, belceued a few Fiſher-mens reports after 
he was dead. 

Thus muſt I needs incurre the diſpleaſure of time 
ſeruers, the {coffs and dirifion of Papiſts, and there. 
pining of Hiſpanoliſed Engliſh, when I goe aboutto 
proue, that watre bath beene berter then peace, and 
the Common-wealth and religion of England, haue 
had their fame and propagation by oppoling Anti- 
chriſ},and in plaine termes,mult recouer her ecclipſed 
proſperitic reputing Spaine our oppolite. Concer- 
ning whom, let me remember what is reported of 
Ceſar, who hearing of the death of a Roman Soul- 
dicr that had liued merrily and ſecurely, yet dyed 
greatly in debr and mens dangers: he deſired to buy 
his bed and pillow, deeming ſome rare vertue to be 
thercin, whereon a man could fleepe ſo ſoundly thar 
liued in ſo manifeſt trouble. So though I deſire no 
pillow nor bed from vnder the King of Spaine : yet 
with Ceſar I proteſt, theze is ſome wonder of nature 
belongs to him, thar can ſlcepe at all, having ſo ma- 
ny encombrances to wraſtle with, and intricate ſedgy 
weedes of diſturbances to winde out of. 

Forever ſince Phill;p the ſeconds marriage with 
Enzland, and that theambitious humor in being an 


Emperours ſonne, ſwelled beyond the degrees of 


compariſon with other Princes : how hath Spaine 
beſtird himſelfe to the affrighting of Europe,and mo- 
ued of purpoſe our of his owne faire and ſerend ele- 
ment, to looke on his neighbours with retrograde 
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aſpeRts in contrarious orbes: ſo that other Kings may 
demaund, what hath Spaine to doin moſt of the Pro. 
uinces of Europe : which ar this inſtant roucheth 
France and Enzlend (o neeregthat they had need deale 
with him; as Henry the 8 did of tamous memory. 

At firſt by reaſon of conſanguinity ( yer perſonall 
mariages doe notrule Princes aftaires, } he ioyned 
with the Eraperour againſt France, and by his anxilt- 
ary forces Charles the 5 not onely expulſed the French 
out of /taly, but at laſt ſacked Rome, and tooke the 
Popeand his Cardinalls priſoners; as he had done 
the French King at the battell of Pawy; but as he was 
running away with theſe aduantages, King Henry 
looked about him,and entertained a kinde of icloulte 
again(t his greatneſle, as ſuſpeting whatan ambiri- 
ous conquerour might effect : whereupon by degrees 
he retracted, ſuppoſing it high time to rebate his 
inſolency, andlay as it were a cooling card ypon his 
forwardneſſe. So not onely the French King was rc- 
leiued, but Pope Clement raniomed. 

Ifit bethus, and that there is a kinde of polliricall 
neceſſitic among Princesto watch the affaires ot one 
anothcr; I hopeiris now time to looke vpon Sparnes 
intruſions, and not onely prouide for our felues, but 
relecue our neighbours, lealt we haue more danger- 
ous neighbours, then we either deſire, or (hall be 
able to preuent. Butit we be (en(ible otpreſent lol- 
ſes, wrongs, diſgraces, affronts, and intallerable in- 
dignities, lect vs rouſe vp our (clues, and redeeme 
our loſt time with quick and ſcaſonable remedies:and 
if peace have abuſcd vs, let warrea Gods name re- 
paire our credits, and reſtore our decay, Therc is 
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no poiſon againſt nature,but way be countermanded 
by an antidote; Yea, it isan axiome in Philoſophy, 
that preventing Phiſicke is better then curing ; and 
the law,of preſeruation is incident to all creatures, 
Bur heere me thinkes, ſome couetuous wretch, 
churliſh Farwer, ſcurrulous Lawyer, or temporiling 
paraſite may interie& theſe doubts. 1. Whether we 
haue ſufficient occaſion or no, to fall out with Spaine. 
2. How ſhall a warre be maintained. 3, Where 
the ſeate of this warre ſhall be. 4. Who ſhall be 
called to our affiſtance. 5. And laſt ofall, Whether 
the Countrey be willing andable to ſuch a deſigne.- 
ment. Toall which I anſwer dire&ly, the State, or 
Counccll of warre muſtdelide theſe things. Foras 
it is in Martiall affaires, let the Generall be neuer ſo 
wiſe, and the Commanders neuer fo valiant: yer 
when proie&ts of conſequence are propoſed, a 


Martiall Court iscalled, and an orderly debating the * 


matter concludeth for the beſt. Sol reterre this buſi- 
nes to the direcer of princes hearts, and the inſtru- 
mentall cauſe of a countries proſperity, & wiſe coun. 
cellors. And pray all truc hearted Engliſhmen,let 
this my diſcourſe diſcouer my good intents; as for 
other difficulties,l referre them to good ſucceſle, But 
becauſe mony is the ſinews of the war,and thar here. 
at is our ſtop and repining, I anſwer the objector, 
Why ſhould we be more vnfortunate now, then we 
have beene? the warre hath brought vs in treaſure: 


and why ſhould we now diſpaire,or terrefie oneano- 


ther with ſaſpition, or diſhartning queſtions. When 
the Scripture tells vs, that it David will be ruled by 
Teab, and come to the taking of Rabbah, the Kings 

Crowne 
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Crowne ſhall be ſet on his head, which weighed a 
tallentof gold, full'of precious tones: belides the 
ſpoile of the Citty, which was in exceeding great a- 
boundance. As for the deceiteg of peace, and thoſe 


_bewitching flatteries of pollitick infinnuation, ler 


it be the Spaniard, or whom it will, we mult noteruſt 
cither a reconciled enemy, or a diflembling friend. 
But co come to the purpoſe, and ſome illuſtration 
in the defence of warrez He thatpleaded for peace, 
Tully himſelte I meane, and cryecd out inan inſulting 
brauery : that the armed caflocks mult giue way to 
the Senators gownes, yet faics plainely : that warrs 
may be vndertaken either for the propulling of iniu- 
ries, or procuring of peace, not ſo much to giue way 
to revenge, as to keepe other princes ina good opini- 
on, that we know what is wrong, and when itistime 
ro redrefle iniuries.I could fay.that warre ſometimes 
may be vndertaken for enſarging Dominions. As 
Sal:mon made all his neighbour Provinces tributary 
vntohim, and ſo he ruled from Euphrates to Sidon, 
and the Mediterranean Sea, I could alledge that all 
the famouſſeſt Common. wealths in the world, haue 
augmented their territories by the atiue imploy- 
ment of Heroick ſpirits, and received a fulneſſe of 
wealth and renowne from the raging Sea of 
turbulency and warre. I could produce cxamples 
of Scripture, to proue direly that Daniels Monar. 
chies ſucceeded one another by the preuailing of 
mighry armies, and the ſtronger cues ſhouldred a- 
ſidethe weaker. Icouldadde, thatthe corruptions 
of peace in all ages, havelike ſtanding pooles increa- 
led durt and (lime; that is, pleaſures and impietics: 
which

which hauegrowne to. that ofitragiouſneſſe,that men 
haue forgot their firſt benefator, and with a luci. 
ferion rebellion continually defied God in his Ma- 
ieſty, living asif we ſhould neuer die, and dying as if 
there were no after account to be madez And yet 
we dote on peace. And Iam afraid, will rather lep 
on ſhore to be deſtroyed by the incantations of the 
daughters of Achelows, then tie our ſelues to the maſt ® 
of 7liſſes ſhip, to be ſecured from the tewptation. 
But I purpoſe no ſuch diſcourſes, onely a ſmall 
encheridion, to proue that warre was a bleſhing, and 
hath becne allowed from heauen : and that a cor- 
rupted peace hath increaſed (innes, and (in brought 
Gods vengeance vpon ſuch tainted Kingdomes. 
There was a watre in Rebecess wombe betweene her 
children : and obs bleſſings proceeded from wras 
ſling with God. There was a warre in deliuering the 
Church out of bondage, orelſe J/7ae! had beene till 
woyling in the brick-kills of Eg/prt, bur atlaſt Canaan 
-was (ſubie&ted, and Gods people made glorious for 
cuer. It was a warre that charaered Salomen the 


Prince of peace: or elſe why are Dawids worthies,and 


their actions fet downe by name. It was a warre that 


finiſhed OFaxiwes troubles, and ſurnamed him 4s- 


euſtus. And in many places you ſhall reade, that 
God did fight from heaucn againſt his peoples ene- 
mies; What ſhall warre come from heauen, and 
ſhall we be afraid of iton earth : God forbid. Con- 
ſidering that in the times of peace, when the warres: 
had ſet the people of 7/rael downe in the chaire of 
tranquillity, cuen then forgat they both God and 
themſelues, ſtretching out their limbs on beds of 
ivory, 
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iuory,carowling in goblets of killing che fat 
ha of the flocke ; but Ong che 
affliction of Joſeph; may I not well then concluge, 
that warte was a bleſkng. And chus much for warre 
betore Chriſt. 

Now you ſhall ſce what warre and peace have both 


* done, fince Chriſtianity tooke a tairer progrelle, and 


God had determined that his Church ſhould floriſh 
through the difſention of che Nations; For although 
by the firſt perſecutions it had a fearetul diſhartniag, 
and by the augmentation the pompous Papacy, a 
more fearctull ſuppreſſion and martirdome: yer ſuch 
wasthe will of God. Thatas Siris, Edaw, Moab, Egipt, 
andthe [land Gemtiles, one were their owne enemics, 
and Gods inftruments to deſtroy one another. So in 
the beginning of Chriſtianity, che barbarous nations 
that poſlcfled Evrape , although they made thein. 
ſelues fortunate by the warres : yet in che end they 
conſumed themielues ; and from their ruines the 
Popes of Rome became , and from their great- 
neſſe, through the ſwelling proſperity ot peace, the 
true Church of God by little and litcle-diſpelled the 
clouds of their contempt, and deicted : and foat 
on obtained that faire ſunſhine which is now ſotran- 
atent. 

Some zoo yeere after Chriſt, or there about, you 
ſhall reade that in Gateland,and thoſe northen regions 
nowcalled Fimmarck, Nermay and Sweden, the peace 
had ſo multiplied the people, and thoſe remote 
healchfull Countries affoorded them fo long liucs, 
that they could natliue oge by another : ſo thatthe 


aged, impotent,and beggers ſwarmed in cuery place; 
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atwhich time one S1erio was the principall Monarch, 
who called a councel! ro redrefle theſe inconuenien. 
ces, and they concluded to take them all that were 
ſo vaproticable to che Common-wealth, and tying 


them backe to backe, throw chem into the ſea. But | 
when the Queene whole name was /#4itha, heard of ' 
ſo cfueil and vninercitull a doome, ſhe could nor- 


containe her le.tc, butar the Kings returne kneeled 
betore him, deiring to have- it reverſed : for ſhe 
bad found a better way of preuention and effet of 


chatitie : which was to (hip the people, and letthem * 


ery their fortune in other places: which was both 


nobly apprehended, and effectually praftiſed; and | 
ſo in proceſle of time they poſleſſed thoſe Countries * 


which you now call Serwia, Bulgaria, Meldunia, Pedo- 


ka: andatlaſt became famous Nations of Gotes and | 


Lombards, infeſting aly and Spaine, and diſpoſicfiing 
the Emperours, who hadcalled them into their ſuc. 
cours ; thus the warres madethem famous,ri!] by the 
warres of Chriſtian Emperours they were diſpelled 
and extirped againe. 
ly, comming our of that Countrey you once cal'cd 


Scithia, augmented their reputation by the warres *' 
of 4a. So did Tamberlarne conquer Perſia, and | 


claimed renowne to his Afions by famous battell. 
So did the T#rks come into Ewrope. And all the 


beggerly Nations of the world became rich and po. 
tent by rayſing of warre, and were diminiſhed and * 


conſumed tonothing by thecorruption of peace, and 
bewitching of p'eafure. 


Thus received the Papacy the fulneſſe of ber 
progreſſion by the warres of the . Countries, | 
eſpecially | 


Afterward the Othoman fami. | 
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eſpecially after the German Eagle had affoorded her 
ſome feathers of her wings: then tooke ſhe a flight 
beyond reach, and atlalt ſtradles ouer Rowe, making 
Rowe hauc roome of precidency before other King- 
domes. So thatI may well ſay, the barren ſoile of 
their potency was watred and manured with the 
blood of Souldiers, as the Prouinces of Europe ga- 
thered together the ſcattered bodies of Pe/ops, and 

made a more perfe&t body then the firlt. Thus 

did the Popes floriſh by forrcigne warres, and 

ſetting Emperours on worke to deſtroy one ano-" 


: ther.

But now what became of their owne peace 


and eſtabliſhed greatneſſe* they tell ro pride,

gurmundize, and riot, they ſupplanted one ano- 
ther, they proved incendiaries to Chriftendowe, 
they intertained newmantict ſpells, with diueliſh 
and exoptick Artes: they practiſed murther, whore. 
dome and inceſts, they depoſed one another, they 
attempted the humiliation of Emperours, and 
made a ſport at the inauguration of Kings and 
Princes, as if it lay in their power with a Prophets 
hand, to tumble aſide their faſteſt Diadems. In 
a word, they grew proud with peace and plen. 
ty, and as watre had cauſed their greatneſſe, they 
cauſed their ſinnes to be more great through the 
corruption of ponipennys ſo that from morti» 

Miniſters - of Gods word, 
they grow Statiſts, and diuelih Polliticians : 
then from Schollers, they proucd proficients in 
Villagie 5 rayſing yparts againſt Nas 
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and exciting Princes one againſt another ; So that I 
may well ſay according to their owne computation, 
that warre was a blcfing. Andit the Nations had * 
maintained their prittinate quictneſfe and id oY 
they had neuer floriſhed in ſuch outward bravery, * 
and viſibility as they now boaſt of And thus you : 
{ec how the warres haue becne* beneficiall to the Pa- | 
acys 
: Now it remaines to proue, how the true Church 
of God hath recciued her bcſt floriſhes by warres ; 
| Itis bur ſuperfluous rorepeate what other men haue 
written in the detence of our Church, proving di- 
retly,that from the Primitive Church to this hovre, 
God cuer had a remnant of people : and in moſt 
Countries there were fuch as profeſſed the rruth in 
deſpight of fixe. Bur I referre you tothe Hiſtory of 
the Church, and other learned tratate compoſed by | 
religious wen. 
I come to thedayes of wickliffe, after whom fol. ' 
lowed the Bohemian warres : whith were the firſt ap- | 
parant warres for the GofpeltthatI reade of. For the | 
great Ziſea proued 2 conqueror ; and although Joby | 
Hsſ#, and Hierome of Prague ſacrificed themfelues,and * 
were expoſed tothe fire for Chriſts ſake ; which ' 
might have deterred men from taking their parts, 
and profeſſing the truth; yer did rhe Gofpellincreafe 
over Exrope, andthe waries taught thouſands of peo. 
ple a ſong of copſtancy : and a burning zeale made 
their hands fight for the liberry of cheir conſcien.. * 
CES. | 
But when Lather came toa@t hispart, the warres 
of Germany made waytothe peace of the Proteſtants; 
i And 
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And as youreade of many, that hearing Plates dif- 
courſe of the immortallity ot the foule, longed for the 
ſame, and wiſhed, yea, procured todie. So whole 
multitudes expoſed themſelues ro torrare for Chriſts 
lake: and as the warres and perſecutions augmented 
their puniſhments, they augmented their ioy for be- 
ing ſo perſecuted, and tooke a pleaſure in the diſple2- 
fure of princes agatnſt them for Gods ſake. France 
becamea rare preſident, and very quickly the Pro- 
reſtanes multiplied fo faſt: rhar with the [ewes rhe y 
torgat the ceremonies of the Saboth, and applied the 
Law of prefervattion, whereby nature taught chem to 
take vp Aries in their owne defences; then ſtood 
Geneus ontheir guard : then Denmarke, Norway, Swe. 
den, England, Scotland, and diners [lands and Townes 
from betng flaues to the conclaue of Cardinalts, fenc 
defiance ro Rome, and breake the yoakes of their 
captiuity z from imponeriſhing their Countrie, en- 
riching their owne treaftres, ro rhe augmentation of 
the dignity of Common. wealehs : ffonr proftituting 
their wines and daughters to the libidinous lofts of 
Prieſts clenfedthemſelues with che water of chaſtery, 
and rooke a pkeafirre irr vndefiled beds : from rhe ter. 
ror ofthe Cardinalk, and rhundring of excommuni- 
cation, they went with peace and contrition of fonle 
ro Gods aker, obtaining ſoremiffron of ſtnnes, and 
aſſurance of falnation. So that I may well ay, the 
hand that ftrerched to pul the Prophet by the throar, 
is whithered and dried vp: yea, except the Prophet 
pray to God, Zerebohem (hall not recover, not beable 
ro lift it vp againe, If it be thus, was not warre a 
bleſfing * and-hath not Religion beene Oggens 
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by that meanes. 

Bur becauſe you looke for more moderne particu- 
lars, let vs come neerer home, and obſcrue how Re- 
ligion hath proſpered, and the Nations bin enriched 
by the warres and contentions with Spaine, Asſtris, 
and the Papacy, 1. in Germany, 2. France, 3. the Low 
Countries, 4.and Englandicielle: ayd how A or 
if you will diſſembling contracts of peace, haucabu- 
ſed vs at all times, 

Concerning Germanyand the Empire; when Cars- 
lus quintzs perceiued the ſunny ſplendor of Pro- 
reſtantiſme ro be more and more radiant, for all he 
had interpoſed divers clouds and miſty vapours, and 
became ſuſpitious of ſundry Princes greatneſle, after 
the Duke of Saxenies protefting of Luther, as obſer- 
uing thatthe warres would not onely make them fa- 
&ious, which appeared by the impriſonment of the 
Lamtſgrane of Hefie, butteach them a way both of de- 
fence and oppoſition; he tooke another courſe to 
corroborate his owne greatneſſe, and extenuate the 
ſtrength of Religion, and this was by making a 
— and withdrawing himſelfe from the trou- 

leſomneſle of State: wherein, as it often hap- 
peneth with cowardly polliticians, who by ſecking 
to hide their feare , diſcouer more the ſame. So 
one this Emperour, after many famous exploits 
and flatteriesof fortune, he made the Germaines be- 
leeue hewas ſo indulgent ouer the Common. wealth, 
that he would affright or trouble them no fur. 
ther , bur leaue them in peace and libertie of 
confcience: when yet they knew he departed in a 
rage, asdiſappointed in his pretences, that he could 
not 
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not incorporate the Empire to his Family. Vnder- 
ſtand then, that in his latter times he had ſoine 
checks, and his peace ſhewed nor {o bequrifulla face 
as his warres. Sothathe plaineiy ſaw, rhatif other 
blocks and hindrances were not caſt iaco the ſino. 
ther walks, to hinder Religion from her handſome 
progreſle, and debarre the Proteſtant Princes from 
vniting,the Maieſty of 4»/ria would be diminiſhed, 
and thcir potencie fruſtrated; yea his owne renowne 
obſcured with malignitie oftime, and cloudy chreat- 
nings of a fatall ead; which though ic came not. 
to ſuch a miſery as Pompeys loſing: his head : yet 
might proveas bitter a receit as S:#p#05 confining hiny 
ſelte toa countrey grange, who hadin his life obtai- 
ned the ſurname of Africanws, and in his ations the 
renowne of a remarkable vertue, All which came to 
paſſe inthe harueſt of this Emperours huſbandry.So 
that now you ſhall haue ſome particulars concernin 
his diſconrents and obſecuations, which he himſelte 
propoſed tor the cttablithing the houle of Auſtria in 
the Empire- 

Touching his diſcontents; Firſt, Though he kept 
correſpondency with the Duke of Saxons humors, 
yet he much repinedat his audaciouſneſle, thardurſt 
maintaine a Frier again{tcthe Pope and himfelte,as by 
Lathers comming to Wormes was apparant. Second- 
ly, It amazed him to ſee agreaternegledt of the prin- 
ces toward: him ( for all the uniting of Spaine, Bur. 
gundy,and 4»ſtris) then was before, and that the 
declaring himſelte an eneny to the Proteſtants; de- 
clared them the firme friends of the Golpell of le 
fus Chriſt, Thirdly, Hee thought there: was no 
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proceedings ih the high projets of Germany. For 
— eſionlelle King Hewry of England would take the 
Proteſtants parts, and prouide that the Empire 
ſhould be ſtill Ele&ive. Fourthly, That when the 
Princes had denied the Diadew, and inveſture to 
Phillip his ſonne, as diſcovering that he went about 
to wake it hereditary.and fo kept ail Ewrope inawe by 
ll! his trealurfand dominions, he ſtomacked their re- 
pugnancy, and would peraduenture haue threatned, 
if his power had kept correſpondency with his wil- 
lingnefſe to reuenge. Fiftly. That when the Pope 
and the conclave of Cardinalls would by no meanes 
conſent, to haue him (it in ſuch achaire of greatneſle, 
2s Spaine, the Indies, the Empire, and the Low Couns« - 
tries; he wreaked his rage from Rowe; and Burbey in 
his behalfe ſacked the Citty, impriſoned the Prelates, 
and (ct the Popeata ranſome ; whereupon followed 
the excommunication both ot himſelte and Phillip his 
ſonne,and the eleRion of his yong brother Ferdinand 
Emperour; all which augmented his diſcontents. 
Sixtly, That hauing ws of the loſle of his Nauy 
at Alzier, he ſuſpe&ed a change of fortune, and grew 
ſo diſquieted and melancholy, that comming to 
Millaine, he forgat the ſtate of an Emperour, and 
they forgat theduty of obſeruation ; For when the 
people perceiued that he was careleſle to ſatisfie their 
expectation, they were as carelcſle to gratifie or glo- 
rite himas a Magnificent prince; for inthe Citty 
| they left him all alone in his blacke Spaniſh cape 
if cloake, and would not attend him downe to his 
Gallics. Laſt of all, Comming into Spaine, he 
W N found the Clergic humorous againſt him wy his 
f ranſom. 
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ranſomming Pope Clement, and other contumaces 4- 
gainft the Church : whereupon pronann his peace 
tothrive worſe then his warres, he left all his honors 
to his ſonne and brother, and retired himſelfe to the 
Monaſtrey of Saint Lawrence, or Eſcariall : where 
within three yeares he finiſhed his life : and yer he 
liued to ſay, that warre was to him a bleſhing, farre 
beyond his peace. + .. - 

2. Touching thoſe fruits of pollicy, 'ir is well 
knowne.” Firſt, That he not onely proicted him- 
ſelte,but inſtructed his ſonne Phill;p ro make the Em. 
pire hereditary tothe houſe of 4g/tri4,and all Europe 
to depend vpon Spaznes Monarchy ; as by the ſuble- 
quent ations of King Philip was apparant. Second- 
ly, That Ferdjinando Emperour, beeſpecially carcfull 
to firme and. contract vnto himſelfe by, one reancs 
or other ( eſpecially conſanguinity) the King of 
Poland, Saxony, and Bauaria: as within ſhort time 
after cawe to paſle. Thirdly, That of all other 
things a peace be rateficd with the Gran Signeur, 
and correſpondency kept betweene them. Fourthly, 
Thata icalous eye be had ouer Prager, Preſburg, and 
Glatz, Fort Prague was the abſolute commander of 
Bohemis: and the Prouincesdurſt not ſtart, it che o.. 
ther Citties were GariſOnd with Spaniards, Fittly, 
That the Icſuites be countenanced in theirdeſignes ; 
For although the Pope and conclaue of Cardinalls 
might repine at their intruſion, and intermedlin 
with matters of State z yet by their meanes, an 
ſanRified religious deuotion, ſuch. buſineſſes might 
be effected, as ſhould euer tend t> the augmenta- 


; tion of Spaives greatneſſe,  Sixtly, That an. Im- 
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periall tation be ever nouriſhed in Luſatis, Sileſiz, 
and Merawia : eſpecially that the Catholick Biſhop g 
be maincained in the ſupprethon of the Proteſtants : 
who elſe will follow the tormer Bohemians, in takin 
vp Armes againſt their Princes z and therefore the 
ſateſt way were, todiſarme them by one meanes or 
other. Seucnthly, T hatthe Gouernourof Millaine 
in his duetime labour to geta footing in Swittzer. 
land, by building ſome fort or fortrefle ro ſecure the 
paſſages : thatſorhe Armies in 7zaly might march in 
peace, or without preindice oner the Alpes into Gey. 
wany. Laſtofa!l, Thatthe Gr:zons Ecape not with. 
out viſitation, although it coſt pentions, reward,and 
fattery ; and if the proteRors, which mult be either 
Imperiall or French, name it an'intruſion : meanes 
muſt be wrovght, that neither of both haue leiſure 
to preuent It, 

Thus ended this great Projector his dayes; but 
then began his Family: their Phactons floriſh of 
mightineſſe, which queſtionleſſe had runne oner the 

| bancks of Europe like an inundation, had nor that mi. 
ror of mankinde, (I meane Queene Elizabeth) with 
the States of He/2nd, kept King Phillzp and his ſonne 
play 50. yeares at leaſt ; whereby they were hindred 
from either ſending forces into Germany 3 or growing 
to faſt, like broade fpredding burrs, which are nor 
onely noyſome in themſclues, bur ſpoile the ſweeter 
ont which neighbours them. Notwithſtanding 
Ferdinando, Rodulphus, and Mathias, proceed inthe 
affaires of the Empire,with the former cautions,and 
outward lenariue courſes, laying altde-all forcible 
Armes,and imperious ouerruling the Princes:where-

ed, tending to combuſtion of gouernment,and ouer- 
throw of true _ : which waybeconcraqcd ro 
theſe heads, and ſerue to prouc, that warre was 4 
bleſſing : and peace a meere enemy to their procce. 
dings. 

Ft, Certaine marriages-avgment the inceſts of 
Spaine, and reconcile Poland and Saxony to the houſe 
of Awſtris. Secondly, Vnder the colour of ſecuring 
the confines of Hungary and Poland, againſt the in- 
curſions of the Twrke, Spaniſh Gariſons are admitted 
into Rab, Camors, Precburge, Camiſia, Glatz,, Vienna 
and Prazee it ſelfe. Thirdly, The 'free Cittics of 
Germany put vp a 100 grieuances againſt the Papiſts, 
and neuer detifted, vntill they had obtained their 
owne'manuſtions, to haue the excerciſe of religion, 
Fourthly, The Proteſtants increaſing both in Prague 
and Yiewna, a certaine tricke of the Popes is diſcouer. 
ed by admiſſion of the Ieſuites and Prieſts into Po- 
land, Hungary, and Germany : whereby Saxony was 
poyſoned with the infe&tions of Popery: as diuers 
other Prouinces. Laſt of all, The [nquifitors and 
Catholike Biſhops grew ſo preſumptuous of their 

apall authoritie, and potent adherents, that they 
bagat to tyrannizr ouer the Proteſtants. And 
when Mathias had onercome the icaloufie be. 
tweene his Brother and himſelfe, whereby he was 
inueſted King of Hungry in Redulphus bfe time, 
and within a while after abſolute Emperour; 
they fell from threatnings to bloudy executiogs, not 
ſparing the lives of men, women and children; nor 
deſiſting from opening the granes of the raerend 
C 3 __ detunR, 
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defun®t, and burning their bones, yea the variety 
of tortures, and exaſperating diſpleaſures was ſo for- 
cible : that all ſortes exclamed on their coſlcming 
peace.and proſperitie: contethng, warre was tather 
a bleſſing untothem, 

Shall I tollow now with Bohemas ſtory their diſtaſt- 
ings of Mathias government, the repinings at the in. 
augutation of his coulin Ferd/nend, now Emperour 
their reſolution to redutt rhe government to eleRiue 
Suffrages, their apprehenſion of the Palſgraves wor- 
thineſſe, their preſumption of Exglands coadjutemer, 
and at laſt their raiſing of ſeverall forces vader the 
government of the Protectors of Prague:in all which, 
warre was 4 bleſſing indeed, and the diſhmuled peace 
of the Provinces with the confederate Princes trip. 
ped downe (as it were) the ſtanding or rather ſtagge- 
._ ring glorie of Bohemias proceedings. For while Ex- 
glands embacics and {lender preparations made Yiew- 
#4 {mile at the protraction, Bawaria enters the Palati- 
nae on the Eaſt, Leopoldus of Elſac Saueren on the 
South, and Spinola with Gonzales de Cordus on the

whereby the Citic of Pragwe grew factious , and the 
inbabirants ſuſpeted themlclues, yea were angrie 
with their former indgements, that had eleed a 
man,who ſtaggered in his opinion betweene peace 


and warre, and committed a great loll:ciſme in State, | 
as leaving his country vnfurniſhed, and Heidelberg in | 


2 manner vafortified; when yet there was nothing 
bur 
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but warre,cither to fu ? port him ſtanding (till, or fur. 
ther him aduancing forward. But there is no reui. 
uing of teartull accidents, and voſauory contingents 
todciected Princes, . Yer come to Mansfields coming 
into the Pa/atiwmare,and Prince Fredericks returne with 
wr ngurrn heroike and noble oppoſition : all the 
while the ar-vies lay watching one another, there 
was hope of recouery, and the cnemy ſeemed fo farre 
from inſulting, that he feared their incur(ions.into 
his owne countrey of Bausria, Yea Vienna knew not 
whattoſay to the dangers threatning her triumphs: 
and alchough the ſouldiers played the fiery meteor 
on euery (ide with wiſchiefe and terror, with atfict. 
ing the townes, with exacting diſburſements, and. 0- 
ther incenueniences of a crue!l miſery, yet did 
the warre keep Bawaria, Tilley, Leopplaue, and the Ca» 
tholike Biſhops in awe, and m'ght haue procured a 

blefling to the much humbled Prince Palatine, if the 
Fox bad nor brought the Lion into a trance, or if 
you will,a labqurinth. For no ſooner were the armies 

recalled, and the Princes remoued, but Bawaria for 
himſelte, and . Tilley for Bawaris ranne in- fury to 

extinguiſh his brand of light, and put out the 

glory of the Palatine. So that I may well conclude, 

warre was 4 bleſſing; and the diſlemblings of 

peace haue with /«cobs ſubtiltie preuented Eſau from 

Jſacks benedition, who once thought it meere thar 

the firſt borne ſhould haue the preheminence of be- 

ing fortunate, Andthus for Germany.

ready to daſh out her braines, returned them vpon 
her accuſers, and made them repent the watrres, and 
curſe Spaine , whoſe trechery and ambition onely 
weakned France by inteſtine combuſtions,that France 
might not weaken $Spaine by publicke hoſtiliric. 

will not deale with the French inventory, nor 
make the long ſhadowes of ſtory make you belceuc, 
there is ſome ill Jucke behinde you : but that 
you may ſce how many worthy men have taken 
vp perſpectives, to ſhew the true harted French man 
a far off, upon ſurmiſes of Spaines coadjutement, or 
augmentation of his owne territories. For the Spa- 
niards would ſerve him, as they once did the Duke 
of Calabria againſt Charles the fift, to forſake him in 
his cxtremitie. And when Francs the firſt ſentan 
army to recover Nawtrreand Fowteraby upon Spaniſh 
inſtigation, in the tumultuous times of divers inſur. 
retions in Arrazon and Caſtzle, the troubles were

Bur let vs come to the tripping Pheries of all 
times, whereby Princes are ſeduced to flatter 
and priuate reſpe&t ; How hath Spaine delt wit 
all Kings and their Minions, ever ſince the Duke

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of Guiſes tyrannous Maſlacree at Yaſts, and th.t 
unfortunate marriage of Navarre, and the cun- 
ning baitcs of the King of Spaizes Penſioners in 
the Court of Frizce: which I am afraid are ſtill fo 
venemous toall Nations, that they will corruptthe 
foundeſt hearts, ler there be never ſo great pollicy or 
conveniency at their admiſſion. VVhat fay you to 
the houſe of Leraine, the Cardinall, and Dukes of 
Guiſe* What thiake you of the Duke De Maine, and 
the Holy League * Shall | name Heſpernon, and the 
advancing of his Family Shall I recount the feare- 
full ſtory of Birexe: The life and death of che Marquis 
De Ancre. T he falls of Laiſnes and Cadinet his Bro- 
ther; With divers other, whoſe lives made France a- 
fraid : and ations were {0 many.tortures tothe hearts 
ot ſollid. Chriſtians, and loyall Proteſtants. Were 
notall theſe che inſtruments of Spaines, to keep France

quiſitionz: Teſuires, Pricfts, and al: the rablement ot . 
Locuſts, who. like vermiae in a (tanding ſtincking 
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water, infe&the aire with fulſome and ill vapours. 

If you reade the life of Hemry the fourth , you 
ſhall ſce how famous were his ations, ard rc. 
markeable his renowne all the while the warres 
lacked , infomuch that the atrribure of greatneſle 
was made a Trophe of his everlaſting tame : 
and yer ſtood like an impregnable rocke, againſt 
which the waues did ruſh 1mpetuouſly, but to 
the breaking of themſelues in peecesz but when 
peace was contraked, his honour was diltrated, 
his Countrey defiled, his Townes vitiated, bis faith 
violated, his Preachers ſhed teares, and Ao/ines wepe 
over him for temporizing : his great ofhcer Birow 
fell into the ſnare of perfidiouſneſle, the Proteſtants 
hung their heads for his luke-warmeneſle, the R__ 
gnaſhed their teeth tor his pollices, the newters tear. 
ed him, the Atheiſts abhored him, his Wife diſſem. 
bled, and an alias vpſtart contrived his deſtruction: 
as for his Sonne and his unlimited youthfulneſle, 
that muſt needs caſt a chain over the necks of Rechell, 
Monpelier, Montalbow, Niſmes, Chartres, and other 
Proteſtants Provinces and townes; what did thoſe 
attewps beget but the faire birth of increaſe ofreligi.. 
on, and firme oppoſition againſt unprincely cruelty, 
and unnaturall enforcement? and he went away 
affrighted at his owne handiworke, and curling the 
motivesand ſetters on of his preſumption: which a- 
bated his malice, andraught him ro know there was 
a God aboue princes, which could make the warre as 
a bleſhng to propapare trve Religion, and augment 
the glory of the Church. So that I may well ſay, 
that peace to France proved like the Aſpes of Ethi-

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9pe48, who doe not ſting at all, but by licking and. 
tickling-breake their þladders-ot poyſon, which from. 
itches grow to ranckle the fletb,rilat laſt izexeſtuaces 
and by burning heates proves incurable. Why then 
ſhould we be afraid of warrez -or for any cauſe tem- 

rize with Gods enemies, and adangerous Nation: 
bor whole lake we have ſuffered the Palatinate to be 
loſt, and ſeene a Noble Prince dejeted, as if we wero 
glad, that by ſuch courſes there ſhould no enuy be 
raiſed for his thriving in greatneſle, or going to faſt 
in his race of Soveraignitic and —_— Majeſty. 
But I dare fay that the Angel did curſle Ateros for not 
afliſting of Iſrael. | 
Concerning the Low Countries, I cannot com. 
pare them better, then to Camomile, which the 
mote it is troden, the more it ſpringeth, For 
whether warre bath been a bleſſing unto them, judge 
your ſelues, conſidering they haue augmented their 
fame and renown abroad, and increaſed their wealrh 
andcerritorics at home, Abroad, the Weſt Indies 
haue bcen frequented with cheir-Navies,z and the 
ſtormes at ſeas are not ſo formidable to the mariners, 
as their approches to the Spaniard; inſomuch that his 
plateFleets are many times detained in harbour from 
their-ordinary courſes, to the diſappointing of his 

Garriſons in E#rope, which hath cauſed many muti. 

niesand innouations amongſt the ſouldiers. The Eaſt 

Indies haue been vilited by rhem,and fo vilited,that 

they baue planted Colonies inthe Ilands indeſpight 

of oppolition ; they have dared the Portingals, and 

ouertopped the Exghiþ; their ſhips exceed in num- 

ber, and their Merchants in "i and baikand ry: 
| their 
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their labours haue made way vnto continual thriuing, 
and the ſeucrall Kings of the nations haue reputed 
them greater then the Englyb. The Philippines and 
Molunes haue been ſearched by them, and neither 
Hand nor harbour but reioyced attheirtrade and traf- 
fique. The South ſeas with the ſtreights of Mage/lane 
haue been adventured on, and their voyages ſer the 
pens of learned Chronologers on worke. Both the 
Gwincies and the coaſts of Afrik arcexplored by them 
and if there be no more inthe ſatisfaftion of expeRa- 
tion,then knowledge, experience, and augmentation 
of wealth: they atrained to all by their nauall en- 
counters and adventures. The Lezert is ftored with 
their ſhippes, and the Streights of Gibraſter are not ſo 
ftraight,bur in their defiances with Spaine they ruſhed 
them open to giuethem paſſage : ſo that both Turkey 
and 7tely have admitted their faoties, and opened 
the lapps of their plenty, to bid them take the bleſ- 
fings by ſhippes full. If you ſtep into Fraxce, you 
ſhall finde, they not onely ſtepped thether, but viſi- 
tedevery rowneof mT yeelding an honeſt 
account of their traucles. What thinke you of the 
fiſhing in Newland, of Whales in Greeneland, of the 
commodities of Jland, Freezland, of the Herings of 
Scotland, lrelend,and England,of the coaſts of Ameries, 
and all thoſe Nations which are acceſſible, yeelding 
either pleaſure or profit, they haue enery where 
ſuckt the hony with the Bee, and extended-their 


trauaile with the Ant, ſo that the ſummers labour” 


hath fed and cloathed chem in winter,and the winter 
it ſelfe never had ſuch fearefull blafts, .but the winde 
either breathed good vpon them, or draue them. to 
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ſecke it in all thecorners of the earth, If youare nog 
afraid of the Eaſterne violence and mountanous ice 
of Ruſſia, you ſhall finde that they are not afraid of 
winters ſnow, nor ſunamers contagion : but viſit 
Norway, Sweden, Goteland, the ſound of Deamarke, 
the Haus Townes, Pruſſia, Poland, Muſcouis, and all 
maritime coaſtes; Inſomuch, thar like the honeſt cx. 
plorators of the land of Canaan, they not onely re- 
eurne with cluſters of grapes, burcontinue undaun- 
red. So that I may well ſay, warre bath beene a blel- 
ſing unto them, and the God of all bleſſings hatch 
multiplied /74e/ cuen vnder their grienances. 

But now it they kindly let you within their doores, 
you will be amazed ae the furnittire of their houſes : 
I meane the ſucceſle of their affaires, and the noble 
proccedings of the warres, which hath made them 
tamous in the ſucceſle, and left their honeſt defences 
exemplary to all poſterity, They haue expulſcd the 
Spaniard out of Zealand,& Helland,and as it were ex- 
probrated great Princes for notbeing contentto in- 
ſult ouer the obedienc of theirſubje&s,burtthey muſt 
tyranize their ſoules, either by Inquiſition or change 
of religion ; is it any other then the working of (lum.

yeawe in England that behoid the menaces and migh- 
tineſſe of Auſtrian Family, to mount like the billowes 
of the occan, and with a kinde of inundation, to keep 


ſo many Countries vnder water: may tremble againe | 
tothinke how ſlender a Nation ſhould beare a head 


againſt the impetuousaflaults of the warres. 

Yet tor all this, experience goes beyond precept, 
and examples ouercome politions. For it we may 
apply a ſentence of diuinity to worldly affaires; as 
there is no comming to heauen withdry cyes,or with 
out the endurance of atHicton in this world. So hath 
the glory of the States beene raiſed out of difficultie; 
and as wee ſee a radiant ſunne diſpell miſty vapours, 
and foggy exhalations. So hath the warres wiped a- 
way all thoſe impediments of the Zow Countries: 
ms their conſtancy in religion, made religion to 
floriſh, 

So that if the Mines of gold by the ſearches and 
induſtry of men, affogd their ore,and plenty through 
the NOS of the earth, and making w. rres 
(as it were) vncer ground ; The Low Countries haue 
raiſed their fame, and amaſled their treaſure by op 
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poſition to Spaine,and warre with Av/iria,telling him 
to his face with the viſion: there is no kicking againſt 
the pricke z and that goes about to graſpetoo much, 
will atlaſt reſeruc nothing.

Obſerue the noble Voyages and explorations of 
her time,by /enkinſon, Boroz, Forbiſher, Hawkins, Drake, 
Fenner, Grenuilde, Candiſh, Michelborn, Raleigh, and

Bur hearken how the vengeance of God 
comes vpon vs:the cry goes,the countrey is weighed, 
and found lighter by 14 Millions in 15 yeares 5 we 
are haunted wich Beggers, vndone in our Trades, 
peſtred in the priſons, the Common-wealth oucr. 
runne with poucrty, the people cry our of milery, 
and feare and rerrors make vs all amazed, inſomuch 
that in many Countrey Townes, ſuch idle, lalie, dif- 
contented vagabonds abound, that the inhabitants 
are affraid ot ſpoiles and rapes, eucnin the tace of 
Tuftice : that is, though there be officers to threaten 
them ; ſo that if it were not for torreigne plantations, 
and compulitue ſending ſome people away, we might 
deuoure one another, But marke withall, to what 
inconueniences weare driuen in our cheetelt Citries, 
th-re are ſo many of all Trades, who confound one 
another by vaderworke and indiret abuſes, that the 
welthy are made poore, and the poore in a maner la- 
bourfor nothing : beſides, young men arc growne 
ſoproude and lavering ot liberty, that chey mult be 
houſe-keepers the firit hower, and conſume the:n- 
ſclae> with comparatiue expences t9 their ſup-riars-: 
filling rheir houſes with children, and che Common- 
wealth with banck2-routs ; ſo that there is no pre 
ucnting of theſe miichictes but warre, warre mitt

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cure thjs ſore, which if we looketo in time, we way 
finde remedic with eale : cither by disburthening the 
Common wealth ot vnneceſſary pcople, orenriching 
the Common-wealth with ſurpriſalls volooke for, 
Lervs then relolutely afhft the Dutch, they and 
weare allone, good neighbours and friends : and 
{o no doubt France will comein: and then a three 
told cable will be very ſtrong ;z otherwiſe, who would 
not condemne his negligencethit (tandeth (ti]/,while 
his ncighbours houle is on a blaſe. But if we now 
take o7portunity by her faire forctop, and ioyne 
heart and hand, wealth and courage, prayers, and 
preuentions againlt the praQtiles of Sparne, whole 
very looke diſcouers the pride of his heart : we ſhall 
finde his treaties are trecheries, his ſpeeches deceit, 
his deviſes ſcorncs, his heart holluw, his,dealings 
double, and bis whole courſe of bis proceedings, 
make but ſo many diſcourſes ot abuſes and deceit; In 
a word, they are the great diſlemblers of the world ; 
bur let vs not diſſeimble with our lelues, eſpecially 
take heed, and prepare againlt them,

Irelandand the Ilands, fortific our Harbours repaire 
our Caſtles, double our Gariſons, Muſter our Soul- 
dies, viſit our Nauy, ſtore our armories,countenance 
the Merchants, ſtrengthen our paſſages, diſarme our 
Papilts, change their dwellings, diſſolue their mee- 
tings, breake the knot of their fations, watch their 
wayes, and diſcouer the villany of their darke lan- 
ternes: ſo ſhal- their inſulting pride and rrecherous 
hearts be kept vnder, and ail rhe reſt be ſure and ſafe 
aga'ne from home diſturbances.
